New Delhi, the 31st May. 1994 

S.O. 420(E).—In exercise ol the powers confcricd 
In by section 5 of the Foreign Trade (Development 
and Regulation) Act, 1992, (No, 22 of 1992) the 
Central Government hereby notifies the following 
guidelines, 

With a view to augmenting infrastructural facilities 
for export production it has been decided to permit 
the setting up of Export Processing Zones (EPZ) in 
the private|joint sector. The following guidelines will 
apply to such proposals : 

I. An EPZ can be developed and managed ciiher 
privately or-jointly by Goverame it and a private 
agency or exclusively by the State Governments or 
their agencies. In the case of privately developed 
Zones, the investors could be either Indian indivi¬ 
duals, NRTs, Indian or foreign companies. 

II. The policy, procedures and benefits applicable 
to units in the Export Processing Zones will also 
apply to the units to be established in the private) 
joint sector EPZs. 

III. Private or joint sector investment in the man¬ 
ner brought out at para 1 above may also be utilised 
to develop additional infrastructure facilities including 
construction of standard design factory buildings in 
the existing EPZs. For this purpose, land already 
available in the EPZs may be leased out to develo¬ 
pers, inter alia, on terms and conditions indicated 
below 

1. The land would, ordinarily, be leased for 
a period of 99 years. 

/ 

2. The lease rent, to be determined o.i the 
basis of cost of acquisition, development of 
land, etc., would be payable annually in 
advance. 

3. Performance guarantee, to ensure proper 
utilisation within the time span decided 
upo,would be submitted before the posses¬ 
sion of land is handed over 


4. Units approved under the EPZ Scheme only 
would be eligible to occupy space in the 
infrastructure so created. ! o ensure that 
only units conforming to llm EPZ scheme 
operate in the Zone, suitable agreement 
shall be obtained by the Zone management 
from all the units petm.Ucd ;o he set up. 

5. Prior approval of the Government would 
be obiaiued befoie a ly rights over the leas¬ 
ed land or assets created thereupon are 
transferred; the government would have the 
first option for acquisition of such rights. 
The capital gains accnmbJe on transfer of 
rights would be shared equally between the 
Government and the promoters. 

IV. Proposals for selling up EPZs in the private' 
joint sector are required to meet the following con¬ 
ditions : 

(i) The EPZs and units there'll will abide by 

local laws, rules, regulations or bye-law's in 
regard to area planning, sewerage disposal, 
pollution control and the like. They shall 
also comply with industrial and labour laws 
and such other laws)rules and regulations 
as may be locally applicable. 

(ii) The EPZ promoters shall bear the custom 
bonding charges and also provide approp¬ 
riate office accommodation for such Gov¬ 
ernment officials whose regular presence- 
may be necessary in the Zone. 

(iii) Such EPZs shall make security arrange¬ 
ments and fulfill all the requirements of the 
Customs laws, rules and procedures. 

(iv) Only units approved under the EOU Scheme 
would be permitted to be located in these 
EPZs. 

V. Procedure for approval : 

(i) Proposals for establishing private]joint sector 

EPZs will be considered by an Inter- 
Ministerial Committee set up for this pur¬ 
pose. 

(ii) Applications (10 copies) indicating the name 

and address of the applicant, status of the 
promoter (whether individualIprivatc com- 
pany|state Government|NRI etc.) ulong 
with a project report covering the follow¬ 
ing particulars may be submitted to the 
Development Commissioner, (jurisdictions of 
the Development Commissioners are given 
in Appendix II to the Handbook of Pro¬ 
cedures) (Revised Edition, March, 1994). 

(a) Location of the proposed Zone with details 

of existing infrastructure and that proposed 
to be established, its area, distance from the 
nearest Sea Port|Airport)Rail head etc. 

(b) Financial details including investment pro¬ 

posed mode of financing the project and 
viability of the projects. 

(c) Details of foreign equity and repatriation of 

dividends etc., if any. 
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{d) Whether the Zone will allow only certain 
specific industries or will be a multi-product 
one. 

V,1 On acceptance of the proposal, a Letter of 
Permission will be issued to the applicant. 

The approval will be subject to cancellation in the 
event of any abuse or violation of the conditions of 
approval. 

Vfl. RBI guidelines on real estate ownership [deve¬ 
lopment by NR1 and foreign [Indian Companies, will 
aEo apply to the establishment of these EPZs. 
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VI|H- Applications of units proposed to be located 
in such Zones, will be entertained only after requisite 
notifications have been issued by Central Board of 
Excise und Customs.
